The Virginia Department of Health
(VDH) and the Virginia Hospital and
Healthcare Association (VHHA) are
distinctive organizations and there are
differences in the data sets each use.
VDH bases its hospitalization numbers
on case investigations conducted by
health department officials. VDH’s
data captures Virginia residents with
COVID-19 who were hospitalized at the
time of public health investigation and
therefore may under-represent the
total number because it does not
capture patients hospitalized at some
later point during their illness.

VHHA's data is based on figures
supplied by hospitals and health
systems across the Commonwealth
and does not filter out non-Virginia
residents or include confirmed cases
in other care settings.
